The God of this World. 

Whether to dislodge nnd drive the 
usurper out and rcseuc the whole world 
from hla diabolical grip may, or may 
not, be in the Divine purpose, we care 
not now to inquire, but there con be no 
question that It Is of God that those who 
are on the Lord's Hide shoulg aim at 
this great and godlike purpose, and direct 
and devote ull their energies to Its. accom- 
plishment. But what a formidable task ! 
True. Formidable because It la not ono 
rebel only, nlthough lie be bo mighty, 
but because he has Incited to rebellion so 
many millions of other beings, Indeed, tho 
whole world Is Intrenched In dire enmity 
ngalnst God. Bnt thongh tho task bo so 
formidable, thank God, It la possible, for 
Is not even this, 

Tho Biggest Impossibility of Which Wo 

Have Any Conception, Possible 

to God. 

But how 1 By what means 7 There Is 
ouly one way, nnd that Is by lighting. 
We cannot bow. or notice, or persuade 
tho devil out of this his favorite citadel 
and stronghold. ir pollto requests, and 
eloquent persuasions, and logical argu- 
ments addressed to hla mujesty would 
hnvo done It, he would have departed long 
ago.

Who Is willing for this ? 

If, then, there Is to bo lighting, and 
such flcrco and terrible lighting as will 
overcomo thin great enemy, there must 
of necessity be soldlora, and they must 
he good soldiers too ; nnd I propose 
hero brlcily lo describe what appears to 
me to be a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

I. A GOOD SOLDIER IS A GOOD 
MA?.' OR A COOD WOMAN. In this war 
both men and women aro equally eligible, 
hut whether man or woman GOODNESS 
Is IndlspcnHnhlc. In other armies this Is 
not a pnrtlcnlnr desideratum. Thu recruit- 
ing sorgeant does not Inquire If the re- 
cruit has been converted, If he prays 
without ceasing, or hns u clean heart. 
Very bad men have, T suppose, been reck- 
oned In tho killing armies very good sol- 
diers ; but in the Army of Snlvatton— 
tho Army whose object It Is to destroy 
sin, defeat the devil, nnd deliver souls 
from going down to hell— wu must havo 
good men. God Almighty wants veterans 
who havo been themselvea delivered from 
tho nowcr of the foe, and washed In tho 
hlood of tho Lamb, nnd who will follow 
Him whithersoever He lcadcth. Thla Is 
tho only metal out of which 

God Can Slave Spiritual "Ironsldea." 

"Invinclblcs," "more than conquerors," 

II. A GOOD SOLDIER MAKES WAlt 
HIS BUSINESS. He may do something 
In other lines of duty ; he may bo a 
farrier, a tnllor, a shoemaker, a. Bcrvant. 
or what not, but after all fighting Is ls!« 
trade. He haa chosen it, and made 
secondary to it nil the other businesses, 
connections, relationships, and pleasure* 
of his llfp. If be shues horses, keeps a 



shop, has a family, or anything else that 
is lawful or desirable, or comfortable 
or pleasurable to himself or any one else, 
all has to glvo way to Ihe Interests of the 
war. Any way, this Is conditional nnd es- 
sential to the making of a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ. 

It whs true of Paul and Luther and 
Wesley, and a host of other warriors In 
their day, and It will be true of evcry 
conqucrlng suldlcr of modern times. In 
time of wnr all Israel nf old was one 
great camp, and every able-bodied man 
oliher went lo the light or stood by the 

Tho Christian Notion Mont be a Nation 
of Warriors. 

III. A GOOD SOLDIER UNDER- 
STANDS HIS BUSINESS. He Is Intelli- 
gent In nil that concerns the wnr, spec- 
ially nil that concerns the part he has 
lo take In It. For Instance, he under- 
stands the weanons he has to use. 

Just so we wnm aoldlcra equally skilled 
In ihe use of spiritual weapons, who can 
use ihc sin-., n iwo-cdjjed sword, and pour 
Just at the right time, and at any range, 
the heavy shot and shell of Divine trulh 
In upon the foe ; who can startlo and 
scatter, and kill, and bring to llfo again 
with the truth about God and death, 
and Judgment, and heaven and hell, and 
Calvary, and a host of other themes. 
Wo want soldiers who understand the 
hearts of men, who are acquainted with 
the devices of Sntan and the delusion^ 
nnd excuses and hiding-places of sinners, 
and who know how to pour In volley 
after volley of red-hot truth upon rebels, 
unill they run, or yield, or fall at the 
feet of the conquering Saviour. No won- 
der there Is so IImId accomplished, seeing 
that the profiled followers of j&oih 
Christ arc so deplorably Ignorant of the 
first principles of war—

IV. COOD SOLDIER"! UNDERSTAND 
HOW TO ACT IN COMBINATION Noth- 
ing strikes a spectator . more when wit- 
nessing n body of troops go through 
any military exercises than the precision 
and uniformity with which they act 
together. Dear mo, they all move as ono 
man, like a machine ! is a common ex- 
clamation. And that Is the thing aimed 
at, and therein lies the secret of their 
pow-er as an ARMY. Without It Ihcy would 
he but a MOB. As it Is, one will can di- 
rect the whole, and by this means and 
no other all can act together for nnv 
given end. Just so the soldiers of Jesus

Fighting menna 
hardship and labor, and hunger, and 
wounds, and suffering, nnd life-sorrow 
and death. So give us, say your pipe, 
clay and band-box soldiers, the form and 
appearance and profeaalon nud pay 
of soldier)", but no fighting, mind 
— NO I-'IUHTIMU. This, however, 
cannot be. for Is not fighting the 
very essence of and meaning, and bone 
nnd marrow of a good soldiery, and you 
cannot have it without ? And Is not light- 
ing, the spirit of war, tho liking for it, 
and the habit of It. 



likewise, and Is. It not the uncalnenyable 
reason for the moat melancholy and un- 
deniable failure of this holy war these 
last 1,700 years that His warriors have 
been so much after thla professional kind, 
accustomed, it Is true, to any amount of 
profvssiea nnd dissertation, btit ec little 
actuated and driven by the overcoming 
sjilril of conquest. 

What matters It what else soldiers can 
do If they cannot light 7 They are hired 
to flght, pnld to fight, reckoned and re- 
lied on to fight, and when the hour comes, 
If they prove not the men for tho hour, 
woo to the nation that has eounted on 
them, and woe lo tho soldiers, loo. 

Hore Is a nation wllh the enemy In pos- 
session, entrenching fast for permanent 
occupation, rifling and ravishing, burn- 
ing and sluying, inflicting every form of 
oppression nnd indignity and wrong ; and 
here Is an army of soldiers who have 
sworn to protect and deliver, and. If there 
needs be, to dlo for their country, pleas- 
uring and Idling, and buying and selling, 
and otherwise looking after themselves. 
What matters It thnt they mix up some 
of the drill and talk of war with It all 7 
It Is not the drill and talk of war that is 
wanted, il Is war itself ; and for want of 
It, what will tho on-looking world and 
tholr countrymen and their enemies soy? 
Surely they will cover their drill and their 
talk and their self-care wllh loathing, 
execration, and contempt. 

Look at these fourteen hundred mil- 
lions of our fellow-men, mostly In the 
arms and power of the foul umirpcr of 
hell who has largely his own way with 
them, making thla possible paradise Inlo 
blackest and most helllah perdition heri. 
and dragging multitudes down to the 
deeper depths of nil possible woes here- 
after. What do Jesus and the angels say 
of this long-standing army of professed 
soldiers of Jehovah who look on. and 
sine, and speak, and read, nnd understand 
all about the actual condition of things, 
and arc so very contented with the same 
looking on, nnd 3neaklng, and rending, 
and understanding all about the ruin nnd 
desolation, nnd do so little llghllnc to 
prevent, and hinder, nnd deliver ? Oh, 
what enn we sny of the professed follow- 
ers of Jesus Christ who DON'T FIGHT : 
fight when they are wanted, fight alwnys.

light, nnd die In the midst of It. 

VI. ANOTHER MARK OF A GOOD 
SOLDIER IS THAT HE ENDURES 
HARDNESS. I suppose tho worst possi- 
ble form of soldiers would be men who. 
from their appearance nnd capacity and 
nnteccdenta, led their officers lo rely upon 
them for the dlschargo of dlfllcult nnd Im- 
portant duties, but who In the hour of 
difficulty gave way, and so brought about 
dlnnster nnd defeat. And so, on the 
contrary, I suppose the highest form of 
soldiers or of servants of God or mnn 
of any other name, are those of whom It 
can be said beforehand : they enn 
puffer, they can die. but they cannot 
ninch : limy will not yield. 

One of the most despicable terms In ouf 
very expressive language, branding who- 
soever mny be so bitterly unfortunate an 
to deserve It with a nameless, an Infinite 
contempt, is thai of "Deserter !" thnt In. 
one who from considerations \>t enre, or 
pleasure. r,r gain, or from cownrdly fenr 
or Buttering, or death, or any or all oth» 
considerations, runa nway from comrades 
In the hour of danger, and leaves Ore war 
to tnke lis ehanee. Bin-h cowrrdly, self- 
serving people, bent on taking care ot 
their own skin, are not only thus despis- 
ed, hut If their desertion tnkes place In 
the pregenno of Ihe enemy, their doom K 
It ce.nchl. to lu> forthwith shot. O!'.

beoa so much after this professional kind, 
accustomed. It Is true, to any amount ot 
profes-tlon uml dlsscrtntlea. but so little 
actuated and driven by the overcoming 
spirit of conquest. 

What matters It what else soldiers can 
do if they cannot right ? They are hired 
to light, paid to light, reckoned and re- 
lied on to fight, and when the hour comes, 
if they provo not tho men fcr the hour, 
woe to the nation that has counted on 
them, and woe to tho Boldlers, too. 

Here IB a nation with tho enemy hi pos- 
session, entrenching fast for permanent 
occupation, ruling and ravishing, burn- 
ing and slaying, inllirling every form of 
oppression and Indignity and wrong : and 
here Is an army of soldiers who have 
sworn to protect and deliver, and, If there 
needs be, to dlo for their country, pleas- 
uring and Idling, and buying and Belling, 
nnd otherwise looking artcr themselves. 
What matters it that they mix up some 
of the drill and talk of war with it all 7 
It is not tho drill and talk of war that is 
wanted. It Is war itself ; and for wont of 
It, what will tho ou-looklng world nnd 
their countrymen and their enomles say? 
Surely they will cover their drill and their 
talk nnd their self-core with loathing, 
execration, and contempt. 

Look at these fourteen hundred mil- 
lions of our fellow-men, mostly In the 
arms and power of the foul usurper of 
hell who has largely his own way with 
them, making this possible paradise Into 
blackest and most hellish perdition heri, 
nnd drugging multitudes down to the 
deeper depths of nil possible woes here- 
after, "What do Jesus and the angclB say 
of this long-standing army of prof esse! 
soldiers of Jchovnh who look on, nnd 
sing, nnd speak, and read, nnd understand 
all nbout tho actual condition of things, 
and ore so very contented with the snmo 
looking on. nnd speaking, and rcndlnft 
nnd understanding all about the ruin nnd 
desolation, nnd do so llttlo righting to 
prevent, nnd hlndor, and deliver 7 Oh, 
what can we sny of the professed follow- 
ers of Jchub Christ who DON'T FIGHT ! 
fight when they nrc wanted, light alwnys, 

right Their Way Through (lis Darkness 

ud the DavlU to the Salvation or a 

aedoemod World? 

What can wo sny 7 that thoy are ortho- 
dox, learned, theological, ornamental 7 
»ny anything nnd everything, but don't 
call them soldiers, for without excuses 
nnd self-consideration of health, or limb, 
or life, true soldiers light, live to rujht, 
lovo to fight, lovo tho thickest of Iho 
light, and dlo In the midst of it.

SOLDIER JS THAT HH ENDURES 
HARDNESS, I supposo tho worst pofbI- 
blo form of soldiers would bo men who. 
from their appearance and capacity nnd 
antecedents, led thoir officers to rely upon 
thorn for tho discharge of difficult and Im- 
portant duties, but who In tho hour of 
difficulty gavo way, and so brought about 
disaster nnd defeat, And uo, on Hie 
contrary, I suppose the highest form of 
Boldlers or of servants of God or nwn 
of any other name, are thoso of whom It 
can bo Bold boforchand ; thoy can 
suffer, they enn die, but they cannot 
flinch ; thoy will not yield, 

Ono of the most despicable terms In our 
vary oxprosBlvc langunge, branding who- 
soever may bo so bitterly unfortunate n* 
to OoBitrvo It with a nameless, nn Infinite 
contempt, Is that of "Deserter I" thnt is, 
ono who from considerations W core, or 
pleasure, or gnln, or from cowardly fenr 
of suffering, or death, or any or aTl otlior 
considerations, runs away from comrades 
In the hour of danger, and loaves tho war 
to tnleo Its ehaneo, Siinh cownrdly, nelf- 
Bcrvlng people, bent on taking care of 
thoir own skin, nro not only thus despis- 
ed, but ir their desertion tnkos place In 
tho presence of tho onetny, their doom tf. 
tf emighl, to lie fonhwlth shot. o!i,

OFFICER. 



•VOL' S15K," wo explained, "everybody 
dpesn't know about India as you do— In 
fact, there arc hosts or people who are 
not ucfiuaintod (it all Willi the kind of 
people upon whom this plague ural famine 
1me fallen. Do you llilnk you could toll 
up .'umollllne; about them Unit would help 
to brine ihciu nearer V" 

Adjutant Bimlllt the Ortlcer luldrvsu- 
cil, thought lie could— was well aimlllleil 
10 do so by seven years' service In tluit 
sunny land now so shadowed, during 
which ho had lived and worked In some 
or the districts most stricken. 

"i'es, tlic famine Is- ft calamitous thing. ' 
he naaentod. "You yeo. neurly the whale 
population 1b dependent upon ihe laud : 
their only hope Is the harvest, uml if the 
crops fall, there 1b nothing else for them 
lo turn to. Starvation must be the re- 
sult, for even a bnrc existence by beg- 
ging in well-nigh Impossible when the 
privation Is so universal." 

"No work mid no food— dreadful 1 l!ut 
are. lliey nlwnyH poor ? 

"AlwnvH !" was the a'lswor. •■Crowds 
of people In the villages of India have 
ay a- regular thing only one meal a day. 
In one place where T was stationed, 
when there was no so-onllcd famine on. 
the people have come to our tun door 
and beetfed to be given (be water in 
which our rice was boiled." 

"They will not have many home com- 
forts V" we Imagined. 

"Their houses arc bare, save for the 
eooklnc uienslls. mid now and then a 
mat. The pols and plates are made of 
brass, and they keep them scoured to 
lirllll.iuey. They are quite ihe ornaments 
of their dark little huts," 

We almost shuddered. "How awful 
these brlghl plnlcs must have looked as 
they starved to deolh In Hie famine !" 
we exclaimed.

"Very [>alaful ! They have no money to 
keep extra, clolhiB for Ihe colder months, 
so must shiver In Ihelr thin muslins. Of 
course they have been used to a life of 
privation for generations, but when first 
little and then no food la obtainable, you 
can Imagine the added nature of the suf- 
fering." 

"How Is it (luK Biieli a slate of con- 
tinual dlstresH Is permitted ?" we asked. 

"Lareely because it Is not known. The 
native Government officials In many of 
the vitiligos are tnasl unscrupulous and 
keep back the real state of things from 
tho knowledge of the Euroneau Govern- 
ment." 

"This plague must lie a fearful addi- 
tion lo Ihe sufferings -of tho famine." 

"It In a terrible scourge," mid the Ad- 
jutant, "and allocking tho people when 
I hey are already weakened by in** or 
rood. It carries them off by hundreds. In- 
dian papers tell us that the hospitals are 
like dead houses, for nearly all the pa- 
tients are hopeless. In one week alone 
over one thousand three hundred died 
through Its effects In Uombay. It spreads 
the faster owing lo the dllllenlly wlih 
which Ihc ]>eople understand ihe nocesslty 
for Isolation. Why. just before 1 left 
India. I was asked by ■■ native mother 
to lay a hand of blessing upon the fore- 
head of her child dj-hin of small-po*. 
Whatever precautions arc taken, this 
plague and famine must be a leniblc 
cnlnnilly to India's millions." 

It might have been oui of Ihe province 
of the purpose or the interview, lull we 
could not help remarking (hat we sup- 
posed thai poverty and suffering proved 
ho barrier lo the spread of Salvation 
I'moncst (hem. 

Adjutant Hurdlu assured us that It 
did not. They were Ihe most devoted. 
the most self-sncrllleliig soldiery. Some 
privation they might be used to before 

conversion, lint Ibis was nothing to the 
hitler persecution which they en- 
. . .mtcrcd when thev easl the heller 
of their heathen ruiherhood behind fhem 
anil started to serve as soldlora of the 
true God nur '-subject" 
rpient at this portion of the Interview. 
Inctdcnls of Hindoo conversion h" 
abounded In. and told us the story of the 
self-denial and persistency of his very 
firsl convert In India— now an Olllcor of 
some year's standing.

In speaking or 
the meetings, said that they wcro going 
Uj bo a great thawing time, lo which 
wo all agreed. Unsign Keunliig soloed, 
mid tho chorus. "Calvnry'a stream Is 
iluwlng so freely" rang out again and 
a [rain. 

The Commissioner arose. Bible In hand, 
iind in commencing, said she wished wc 
■ oidd have more "ten-table talks." She 
would llko that morning's meeting to bo 
«r.methlng like that, where wo could talk 
about our dllllculllcs and troubles, and 
i lien bring them to God. Spenhiug upon 
i no subject of prayer, tho commissioner 
remarked that there was much asking, 
because there wero piany needs, nnd to 
whom, Bho nsked, could wc turn, but to 
Jusus 7 No heart need hciltttto to gather 
up its needs and bring them to illin. All, 
there Is an abundant asking, where th;ro 
is a too hasty turning away before the 
answer Is given ; like Pllnlc. when ho 
aHked Jesus. "Whnt Is truth 7" yet went 
out of tho Judgment Hall before the an- 
swer was given. 'J'lils Is the reason of so 
mtieh fatal wcaknews--small courage and 
llttlo-dolng. 

"Can wc know tho triumph of the Apos- 
tles' zeal 7" cried the Commissioner, 
"Certainly, God Is great to answer our 
prayers and supply our needs— bapilzo us 
with power and mako us strong to do 
Ills will, but wo must walk In the way 
Ho points out." 

«' Whoro nroj t&o People who Fleht V, 

"Are you in tho rcglmenls of God 7" 
"Do you reprove the wroug, or aro you 
going with tho stream 7 If bo, hull!— 
shake the slumber from your eyes— bestir 
yourself. Have you thu maim of being a 
Soldier, and have nothing to do with the. 
battle?" "Wo want to do God's work, 
but wo nro too small-need bigger hearts. 
Great hearts never fall to mako great 
heudu. It is great hearts that mako 
great men. Do not cherish a doubt or an 
uncertainty. Controversy makes wreck 
and ruin to scores of souls, God calls to 
surrender— to ohoulencc— to certainty." 

Tho Holy a host was working. 

Tears rolled down many cheeks as tho 
Commissioner, divinely inspired, oloquent- 
ly pleaded with tho crowd for uncondi- 
tional surrondcr of body, mind and soul. 

The final appeal was tender, Impasslon- 
ato, powerrul. At 12.30 a man volunteered 
to tho Penitent-Form, amid shouts of 
glory. Colonel Jacobs took the reins of 
tho Prayor-Mooting : more singing— moro 
faith ; thon a brother and sister knolt 
nldo by side. It waa a beautiful sight 1 
Olhors ought to havo come. However, tho 
mooting closed, nnd wo went away rejoic- 
ing over tho three who nnd found liberty, 
nnd with increased fnlth for tho meotlnffS 
to follow. 



SDBDAY AFTERNOON. 

A powerful open-air— a swinging march, 
hooded by the Stair Hand, preceded tho 
indoor meeting. A splendid audience, 
thoroughly representative In character, 
hart already gathered, among whom were 
a number of prominent citizens, tacsldos 
ministers and sluilents, who evidenced 
tho greatest sympathy nnd interest In 
the whole meeting, especially In the Com- 
missioner's address.

The Commissioner sat down, nnd the 
prayer meeting begau. Although none 
yielded to the Invitation to come to the 
Pcnltcnt-Form, scores went away resolv- 
ing to live better, nobler lives In the fu- 
ture than they had done In the oast.

BIRDS OF PREY. 



AGAINST tho entire sanctlllcnllon 
of believers Satan brines to bear 
nil his devices, his sophistical ar- 
cumenta, mid tho full force of his power- 
ful will ; but tho rcsoluto soul, determined 
to be all I ho Lard's, will HnU him a 
conquered foe, with no power but to de- 
ceive, Tlio way to surely ovcreomo him, 
is to will to steadfastly believe and 
ugrco with God, In spllo of all Satan's 
suggested doubts. 

In tho fifteenth chapter of Genesis, wo 
hiivy an account of Abraham's sacrifice, 
which is very suggestive to the seeker 
after full salvation. 

Abraham took certain beauts and birds 
and offered them lo God. But after he 
had made the offering, and while he was 
waiting for tho witness of God's accopc- 
{iiioe. birds of prey came lo suaich away 
tlio sacrifice. Abraham drove Ihem away. 
This continued unlll the evening, and then 
tho llro of God consumed the offering. 

Just bo, he who would bo entirely mmctl- 
fli-cl, must make an ilnnrservcl olfeilntf of 
himself lo God. This aet must bo real, not 
imaginary;— a real transfer of self, with 
all hopen, plans, prospects, property, 
powers of body and mind, tlmo, caros, 
burdens, JoyB, sorrows, reputation, 
friends, lo (lad, hi "a perpotual covenant 
not to bo forgotten." When he has thus 
given himself to God lo be anything or 
nothing, go anywhere or stay anywhere 
for Jesus, he must, like Abrnlimn, pa- 
tiently, trustingly, expectantly wait Tor 
God to witness that he is accepted. 

"If tlio vision tnrry, wait for It, becauso 
It will surely come. It will not tarry ; . . 

, . but tho Just 'shall live by fallh," 
(Hab. II. 3-1). 

Now, during this short or long period 
of walling, tho devil will surely send his 
birds of prey to snatch away the offer- 
ing. 

He will say, "You ought to feel differ- 
ent If you havo given yourself wholly to 
Cod." Remember, that Is the devil's bird 
of prey ; drive it away. Feeling la always 
produced by some appropriate object. To 
have tlio feeling of love, I mast ihlnk 
of some loved one ; but tho very moment 
I trel my Uiunyhl off the object of my 
love nnd begin to cxamlno tho stale of 
my feelings, that moment my feelings 
subside. 

Look unto Jesus and pay no attention 
to your emotions ; they are Involuntary, 
but will soon adjust themselves to tho 
fixed habit of your faith and will, 

"But maybe," something suggests, "your 
consecration Is not complete ; go over It 
ngnln and be sure." 

Another evil bird of prey— drive It away. 

Satan becomes exceedingly pious Just 
at this point, and wants to ko;p you 
eternally on the treadmill of consecration, 
knowing that, as long as he can keep 
you examining your consecration, yon 
will not get your eyes on tho promise of 
God. and, consequently, will not bcllcvo, 
and without faith thnt your offering Is 
now accepted, It Is only so much dead 
works. 

"But you don't have the Joy, the deep 
and powerful cmotlann that othors say 
that they have." That is another bird of 
prey— drive it away. 

A woman recently said to me : "I have 
given up all, but I haven't the happiness 
I expected." 

"Ah, sister," said I, "the promise Is 
not unto them that seek happiness, but to 
them 'which hunger and thirst after 
righteousness, thoy shall be filled.' Seek 
righteousness, not happiness." 

Sho did so. und In a few moments sho 
was satisfied, for Willi righteousness aline 
fulness of Joy. 

"HuL faith is such an Incomprehensible 
something, you can't exercise it ; pniy 
to Qod to help your unbelief,"

nned. It Is (Timt In 1I*» word or Jesus, 
simple confidence that He menus ju:it 
what Ho says In all tho promises, and 
that Ho means all the promiHCh for you, 
Downro Of liolng "corrupted from tho 
simplicity lhat Is In Christ." (2 Cor. xl 3.) 

I tell you, dear Comrades, everything 
that Is contrary to present faith In tho 
pramlso of Ood for full salvation, Is ono 
of the devil's birds of prey, nnd you must 
resolutely drlvo It away If you over got 

B Qult reasoning with the devil I "Cast 
down reasonings (2 Cor. x. B, marglnnl), 
nnd overy high thing that cxnltotli lt- 
iictf against the knowledge of God," nnd 
trust. Reason with God. "Oomo now. 
rind let us ronuon together, Bnlt.h the 
Lord." (Isaiah I. J8.) At one of my watch- 
night services, a man knelt nt tho altar 
with quite a number of others, seeking a 
clcnii heart. He wns told to glvo hlmulf 
wholly to God and trust. Finally he bc- 
gnn to prny, and then he said : "I do 
give myself to Ood, and now I am going 
to live nnd work for Him with what 
power 1 have, and let Him glvo mo tho 
fulness of the blessing nnd power JhbI 
when ho chooses. Ho hns piomiHed lo 



give It to mi.-, and He will do 11, won't 
Ho?" 

"Yes, my brother. Ho has promised, un-I 
He will most suroly perform," I replied. 

"Yes, yea, Ho has promised It," said 
tho man. Just then light shot through 
his soul, and his next words were. "Praise 
tho Lcrd ! Glory to God 1" He reasoned 
together wllh God, and looking to the 
promise, was saved. Others about him 
reasoned with the devil, looked to their 
feelings, and were not aaved. 

But after you have taken the step of 
faith, God's plan Is for you to talk, your 
fnith. Tho men of character, of force, 
und influence, are the men who put them- 
selves on record.

If you got saved and keep 
saved, you must at tho earliest oppor- 
tunity put yourself on record before all 
the tlevlls In hell, and all your acquaint- 
ances on earth, nnd all the angels In 
Heaven.

Be careful, 
dear friend, or you will become a re- 
ligious fenco rider, and tho devil will get 
you ; for all who aro astride the fence 
aro really on the devil's side. 'Ho that Is 
not for mo Is agalnut me." Get away over 
en God's side bv a definite profession 4>f 
your faith. But the devil will say : "You 
had bettor not say onythlnR -ihnut this 
till you find out whether you will be able 
to keep It. Be careful lest you do more 
harm than good." 

Drive that bird of prey away quickly, 
or all yon bnvc done thus fur will >><■ of 
no avail. That bird has devoured tens 
of thousands of offerings Just as honest- 
ly mude as yours. You are not to "keep 
tho blessing" at all ; but you are to bold- 
ly aBsert your fallh In the Blesscr and He 
will keep you. 

"Only yesterday a brother said to mc : 

"When I sought this experience, 1 e;nvo 
myself definitely and fnlly to God, 
nnd told Him I would trust Him, 
but I felt as dry as that post. 
Shortly after this, a friend asked 
mo If I were sanctified, and before I had 
tlmo to examine my feelings, I said, 'Yes:' 
And God that moment blessed me and 
ntled me full of His Spirit, and since then 
he has sweetly kept mc."
